6. The following project is nearing completion and is to he dis- 
tributed to EDIC members next month: EDIC/lD-29 - The Sino-Soviet Bloc 
Tire Industry. EDIC Case No. 30> "USSR Petro- chemical Industries, " was 
initiated at the request of the Department of Commerce to provide intelli 
gence for use in establishing a US position vis-a-vis exports of chemical 
plants and equipment from the US to the USSR. 

7. Five cases were established on possible diversions of strategic 
materials to the Sino-Soviet Bloc; 25 requests for name intelligence 
were serviced for the Departments of State, Treasury, and Commerce, 

DD/P, OCR, OCR/lR, and BR; a total of 2,^35 documents were scanned of 
which 121 were selected for multiple carding; and four evaluations were 
made of CS reports.
